A Hundred Years of 
Apostolic Prayer 


Faculty and Students Take Part 





In World-wide Triduum 


Father Francis X. Gautrelet, 
S.J., was faced for the first time 
by an old problem. He was 
going to give a talk to students 
on prayer, and he wanted to 
make it as practical as possible. 

He knew their great zeal and 
generosity, and how anxious 
they were to get down to the 
actual work of Christianizing 
their surroundings, the guerilla 
warfare for souls that they 
would run into when their pro- 
fessional, business or religious 
life really began. But in this 
secluded school in Southern 
France, these men were still 
faced with the prospect of 
years of hard study. 


Carefully he examined the 
elements of their life as it was: 
much study, recreation, a cer- 
tain amount of prayer, with 
now and then a slight taste of 
work with souls in teaching 
catechism in nearby schools. 
Hard work and (in a large 
group) unlimited opportunity 
for self-mastery and self-disci- 


pline — here were elements! 


which, along with prayer, make 
for sanctity. If only he could 
find a driving motive that 
would somehow intimately con- 
nect their present status with 
the work of the ministry which 
they so desired. It was Decem- 
ber 3, 1844, the Feast of his 








own patron, Francis Xavier. 
Perhaps it was the Apostle of 
the Indies who inspired him 
and gave him the solution to his 
problem, a solution that has 
been an answer to the same 
problem for countless spiritual 
directors of religions ever since 
and that has been productive of 
untold good for a hundred 
years. 

Father Gautrelet told his 
listeners that they could, if they 
wished, make their life of prayer 
and study (even in the seclusion 
of Vals) just as fruitful an apos- 
tolate as that of any actual | 
worker in a large city like Paris, 
or in the missions of the Indies 
or the Americas. Prayer itself is 
an apostleship. If they would 
offer all their work and study for 
the good of souls, making their 
whole day and everything they 
did a prayer in union with the 
heart of Christ, they would 
amass a treasury from which 
each could draw for his own 
intentions. 

His simple words struck fire. 
Within a few days a list of in- 
tentions was drawn up, con- 
taining the great needs of the 
Church throughout the uni-

Subject of Lecture

Personality is the distinctiwe 


personal character of a man. As 
such it is important that it be 
developed and maintained in 
all men, particularly those who 
would lead others. The impor- 
tance of this task will be discussed 
by Father Leonard Feeney in the 
Loyola Auditorium on Dec. 3. 
For ‘The Preservation of Per- 
sonality” is the subject of the 
fourth lecture in the Loyola 
Lecture Series sponsored by the 
Loyola Alumni Ladies Auxiliary. 

Father Feeney is certainly 
well qualified to discuss this 
important and informative sub- 
ject. Throughout the numerous 
poems and essays he has pub- 
lished is clearly stamped the 
mark of his charming person- 
ality. His works move smooth- 
ly along displaying an easy 
manner and a sparkling wit. 
Often accused of being a ‘‘whim- 
sical poet,’ Father Feeney has 
nevertheless sunk into his 
poetry a depth of feeling and 
wealth of meaning that remove 
it from the ranks of whimsy.

Feeney is stationed 
at Harvard University where he 
is Spiritual Director of the 
Catholic Centre.

The Mother 
of God was the first person to enjoy this liberation—or rather 
native liberty—since she was free of original sin from the very 
first instant of her conception; the only creature so privileged 
among all the children of men. That exemption cannot be 
celebrated with too much eagerness or joy, for it is greatest of 
her glories—even greater than that of being the mother of God.
